Tuit  instruction  was  iiiteiiilcO  lor  ilic  be- 
m-rtl  of  tlie  Israelites  ;  but  as  tlie  silualiiiii 
and  circuiiisiniices  uT  iiiuiikiinl  are  gene¬ 
rally  very  iiiucli  alike,  tlie  ilociriiie  ol'  llie 
text  may  lie  of  equal  service  to  all— Jews 
and  (jeiililes.  Noiwitlisiandiiig  tlie  advaii- 
lagi  s  |Nissessetl  liy  llie  Jews  liir  acquiring 
a  just  idea  of  ilie  nior.il  govern  iient^oi  God, 
tliruiiirli  the  inetliuiii  uftlicir  ins|iireil  teach¬ 
ers.  it  appears  that  olieii  they  were  very 
ignorant  of  the  consequences  of  sin,  aiiO 
the  pleasure  of  their  Father  and  Goil.— 
This  ignorance  of  the  consequences  of  sin 
olleii  led  them  to  transgress  the  law  of  G«k1, 
and  to  need  the  mure  Ircqiieiit  insiruclions 
of  his  holy  word.  Thus  the  wisdom  ol 
God  ordained  that  teachers  instructed  ol 
him.  should,  from  time  to  lime,  disdare  his 
counsel  to  the  people  liir  their  editicalion 
and  improvement.  iSuch  is  the  nature  ui 
sin  that  we  cannot  find  any  separation  he- 
tween  it  and  the  punishment  it  deserves. — 
They  are  .so  inseparahly  connected  that  sin 
can  no  more  exist  without  |)ro<lncing  pain, 
than  can  two  mountains  witlniut  a  valley. 
And  it  mny  easily  he  seen  that  if  the  con¬ 
sequences  of  sin  Im*  not  immediate  moral 
deaili,  or  mental  sorrow,  then  it  is  nothing 
less  than  presumption  or  conjecture  to  sup¬ 
pose  that  it  ever  will  he.  If  man  docs  noi 
Butfer  evil  imnierliately  alter  trangressiun, 
how  shall  we  prove  that  he  ever  will ! 

If  it  be  admitted  that  the  con.scquenccs 
of  transgression  are  immediate  pain  and 
moral  death,  it  furnishes  us  with  a  reason 
for  our  Father’s  sending  his  well  iM-loved 
Son  into  this  state  of  existeiH-e,  to  save  us 
from  oursins.  But  if  it  he  said  that  the  wick¬ 
ed  enjoy  more  real  happiness  than  Iherighte- 
ous.then  the  just  inference  is.  that  it  is  no  fa¬ 
vor  to  lie  made  righteous— for  if  righteous¬ 
ness  entails  misery  on  its  possessor  in  this 
life,  who  knows  Ixit  what  it  may  in  another  ? 
es|)ecially  if  there  Ite  no  change  after  ih-aih. 

The  same  argument  will  also  hohl  giMid 
respecting  a  religious  life  being  filled  with 
crosses,  and  all  the  worshi|i  of  God  being 
so  irksome,  that  eternal  felicity  will  hardly 
comjiensate  us  therefor.  Now,  it  must  ap¬ 
pear  to  all  that  if  it  is  a  task  and  a  troulilc 
to  sing  praises  to  Gu<l,  nnd  humbly  to  Iniw 
before  his  throne  in  this  life,  it  must  lie  so 
in  another,  if  there  is  no  change— so  tliat 
’wejdneover,  aooording  to  thi»  principle. 


I  that  an  endless  life  of  irksoiiM  toil  is  incur- 
I  red  by  those  vho  undergo  so  much  by  !m  lug 
j  gisid  here,  in  this  txorlil.  Of  all  the  priii- 
j  ciples  ever  inciilcuU-d  in  the  world,  none,  i 
venture  to  iifiinn,  are  Iraiight  with  Micb 
I  banclul  consi  qneticcs  as  the  one  1  liavcjust 
i  noticed.  It  opens  a  dmir  for  the  abaiiiiun- 
'  incnt  of  all  that  is  snered  nial  gtKsI,  and 
I  throtvs  contempt  on  the  religion  <if  Christ; 

I  It  re|ircscnts  virtue  as  lieing  at  vurianci 
(vith  the  happiness  of  its  subjects,  nnd  mo¬ 
rality  as  preparatory  liir  the  burnings  of  an 
eternal  hell.  Tims  it  is  said  that  a  gnial, 
virtuous  and  monil  |>erson  is  in  greater  dan¬ 
ger  of  the  wrath  ol  Gial  than  the  aliandoiien 
and  jirofligate — the  unprincipled  and  eor- 
riipt.  That  these  princi|iles  are  often  l:itight 
cannot  l<e  dctiied,  and  I  lisve  only  to  regnt 
that  the  hlind  should  thus  be  leaders  ol  the 
Idind,  nnd  that  both  simnhie  and  fall  into 
the  ditch  together.  Therefore,  “say  unto 
them,  a.s  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  Goil.  I  have 
no  pleasure  in  thcdtiith  of  the  wicked;  hut 
that  the  wieked  turn  from  his  way  and  live.’’ 

That  niy  hearers  iiiiiy  nmlerstaiid  clearly 
my  views  of  this  te.xt,  1  shall,  for  brevity’s 
sake,  examine  it  ninicr  the  lidlowing  divi¬ 
sions.  Firsllji,  I  shall  iittenipt  to  |Hiiiit  out 
some  of  the  ineonsisteiicies  growing  out  ol 
a  liilse  interpretation  of  the  text.

Tbird- 
lif,  I  sindl  aitempt  to  prove  lliat,  as  tlie 
Lord  lias  no  plea.«uie  in  ihis  death,  he  will 
eventually  swallow  it  up  in  vieiory. — 
Fovftbly,  I  shall  attempt  to  show  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  III  Ill's  turning  i'rian  ihe  evil  ol  his 
ways,  nnd  what  are  the  means  necessary  to 
effect  such  n  turning. 

I.  To  commence,  then,  with  onr  first 
pro|aisilion,  I  observe  that  our  early  reli¬ 
gious  education  may  exercise  a  [aiwerful 
inllueiiceon  the  human  mind,  so  that  those 
who  have  formerly  la-cn  taught  that  a  life 
Ilf  piety  was  hard  have  contraeied  habits, 
foreign  from  tnoralily,  wlmh  necil  the 
strongest  resolution  to  ovcmime.  Such  no 
education  has  tindouhtcdly  Ici^nianv  to  sup. 
pose  that  llie  ■l(‘alh  in  whicJi  the  Lord  has 
no  pleasure  relati'S  to  an  eternal  death,  n> 
ihe  punishment  of  sin,  in  n  tutnre  stale  ol 
existence.  But  if  I  wen*  to  grant  this  idea 
as  scriptural  it  wmild  avail  nothing  in  priad 
of  endless  misery.  Firstly,  liccanse  d•■alh 
signifies  a  state  of  insensihility  and  eternal 
ilealh  a  slate  of  eternal  insensihilily.  ^^'hen 
ineii  die  they  lieisimc  senseless,  and  if  ihcy 
remain  in  a  stale  of  eternal  death  they  eaii 
never  la*  snhjecis  of  pain.  If  it  be  saiil  Ihiil 
the  soul  dia*8  not  die,  but  exists  to  la*  lor 
mented,  then  the  [lunishmcnt  threatened  in 
onr  text  is  not  against  tlie  soul,  and  tlmae 
wtio  eoBtend  fur  the  punioluneiit  of  the  ivqI 


mii.st  look  lor  (iriNif  to  other  texts.  If  tlte 
soul  of  man  must  die  an  A  ltrnal  death,  -it 
eaii  tieiii.er  lie  happy  nor  mis* ral-l*'.  'The 
soul  eaimoi  sutler  unless  it  is  alive,  and 
when  it  dii  s  it  is  la  yond  llie  reiu  ii  of  Buf- 
fering  until  it  is  made  alive  again.  AimI  if 
It  is  In  lie  made  alive  again  after  dealli.  then 
it  liillows  iliai  ihe  (hiiiti  is  nut  nnd  cannot 
beiternal.  That  the  soul  of  man  will  ba 
made  alive  niter  dealli,  1  fully  l;eli<  Te.  But 
on  the  principle  that « lerrial  deatli  is  its  just 
puiiisbiiHii!,  it  must  always  remain  iiisen* 
slide.  Uiiliiriuiisitely  for  many  Bystimn, 
llie  term  “elernal  dralh”  lias  never  fa-en 
<  in  ployed  by  the  inspinil  ptnmen,  nnd  wa 
si  areli  in  \ain  fur  pnaif  that  man  will  al¬ 
ways  lie  dying  yet  never  die,  or  ibat  that 
death  which  is  Ihe  wages  uf  siii.is  in  a  luiur* 
stale. 

Again  ;  if  the  death  mentioned  in  our 
text  has  no  connexion  with  ihis  stale  of 
being,  it  seems  stnnige  that  so  earnest  an 
exhorliiliun  should  be  made  to  the  wieked 
Israelites  to  turn  imiT-ediiilely  from  ti.eir 
evil  ways.  If  there  was  any  rumfort  to  lie 
taki'ti  ill  sin.  unless  we  sup|Nise  that  the 
Lord  delights  in  the  misery  of  his  children, 
ive  niiglit  reasonably  conclude  ilial  the  Lonl 
would  have  told  ilicin  **Go  on  in  sin,  till 
just  liefore  you  die.  nnd  ibtn  you  can  re- 
|M*tit,  and  ill  ten  minutes  get  religion,  and 
so  esciqie  all  tlie  trouble  of  la-iiig  giaid  and 
virtuous  here  in  this  wiirld.”  Ueasoiiing 
from  the  (H'rlis-lioiis  of  G<nI,  I  conclude 
that  the  wisdom  and  giaidncss  of  God  would 
point  out  Ihe  happiest  pitlh  for  his  children 
lowalk  ill,  and  if  sin  he  the  happiest  road. 

I  know  not  why  liie  Laird  haa  called  on 
.sinners  to  turn  from  their  evil,  ways  till  just 
lK*lbre  they  die,  or  even  then,  if  there  be 
no  change  after  death,  as  niniiitained  by 
many. 

5=0  long  have  these  prinriplea  been 
lauglil,  and  so  tiecpiy  routed  are  they  in 
the  minds  of  many,  that  nil  attempts  to  re¬ 
claim  them  from  sill,  misery  and  wrelrlied- 
ncss  seem  to  be  almost  unavailing.  Ge, 
inform  the  intemperate  of  the  cmisA  quenrea 
of  bis  folly — describe  the  degradation  to 
wliicli  his  crime  reduces  liini— the  miseij  ' 
of  himself  and  others,  and  though  you  maj 
gain  a  partial  arknowledgcineni  of  the  farts* 
presented,  the  long  ei.erishrd  opinion  tUst 
a  vain  gratification  satisfied  will  augment 
his  Inippimss,  sinks  him  down  again  into 
Ihe  arms  of  a  slavish  indulgence,  caused  by 
a  belief  lliiit  ihe  riglilcons  suITi  r  imwlculo- - 
hly  more  than  the  wicked.

I  couM 
see  no  ntvessity  of  a  Saviour— tat  when 
we  thsnwer  that  man  cannot  turn  unto  God 
wiilioiit  a  mind  so  to  do,  we  conclude  that 
a  Meiliator  was  necessary  to  jrive  us  that 
mind.  Tlie  sinner  has  a  mind  to  live  in 
sin,  otherwise  he  would  live  in  holiness.— 
\nd  the  man  whitm  Christ  has  so  enlight* 
eiied  as  to  show  him  that  in  sin  there  is 
Miiscry,  has  a  mind  to  live  in  righteoiisnessl 
This  will  explain  the  words  of  our  Saviour, 
John  vi :  44.

Firstly,  to  show  them  that  repent¬ 
ance  was  necessary,  and,  secondly,  to  affect 
their  repentance  through  the  medium  of  this 
•■ailing.  The  minds  of  men  are  often  awa¬ 
kened  to  a  wnse  of  their  duty  hy  exhorta¬ 
tions  to  repentance.  The  peraliar  interest 
manifested  hy  the  speaker  often  arouses  the 
mind  from  its  lethargy  to  hehold  a  truth 
which  shall  change  it  and  lend  the  hearer 
unto  rep  -ntancp.  As  Gml  is  the  Author 
mill  Giver  <if  this  troth,  so  to  him  Mong- 
cth  nil  praise,  though  it  may  lie  communi- 
•iited  to  onr  uinlHrstanding,  tliriNigh  vnri- 
iMis  mcilinnis.  The  expression,  then,  of 
onr  text,  ••lorn  ye.  torn  ye.”  may  teacli  uk 
t!i«t  witliont  turning  from  sin  we  shall  die 
immediately  a  moral  op  spiritual  ileath.  and 
hv  turning  we  shnil  live  a  spiritual  life  in 

God.  And  I  loipe  the  frequent  and  solemn 

admonisiH-s.  as  well  as  exhortations,  which 
i  we  find  in  ilie  holy  Scriptures,  will  give  us 
I  all  a  mimd  to  tdiey  llie  commandments  of

JOHN  MUURAY - ^THO.MAS  POTTER. 

In  the  Life  ofjulin  Miirrny,”  chop.  v. 
la  rerorried  nn  aflfectini;  nnd  nc- 

oMiiit  of  Ilia  nrriral  in  tliia  cotiuirv.  ond  of 
tlie  <*ircum.-«tHiirt!3  iittendiiid  llie  delivery  ol 
hia  first  me^s»i;e  of  truth  in  the  Uniteil 
States.  The  vessel  on  hoiird  of  which  he 
arrirnl  was  driven  bythe  winds  into  Cran¬ 
berry  Inlet,  on  thecoasl  of New-Jers  -y.  In 
quest  of  provision  lor  tlie  iiiurim  rs,  he 
reached  the  dwelling  of  Thomas  Potter. — 
The  latter  expressed  much  satishiction  in 
meeting  the  liirmer,  and  surjirised  him  by 
Baying,  **I  have  longctl  to  see  yon;  I  have 
been  ex|>ectingyon  a  Iona  time.”  Potter 
proceeded  to  relate  tlie  history  of  his  life, 
the  greater  part  of  which  neeil  not  here  he 
noticed,  lie  had  iM^en  dissatisfied  with  the 
preaching  he  usually  lieanl— erecteil  a  mect- 
ing'huiise  at  his  own  expense— rfind  express¬ 
ed  his  belief  to  his  neighlNiitrs,  that  liod 
would  sentl  him  a  preacher  of  a  very  differ¬ 
ent  stamp  from  those  on  whose  mitiistry  they 
bad  prevutusly  attended.  *•  My  friends  oft¬ 
en  asked  me,”  said  Potter,  ••  where  is  the 
preacher  of  whom  you  s|)nke  ?”  nnd  toy 
constant  reply  .has  laen,  ••  He  will  l»y  and 
make  his  appearance.”  The  moment 
I  beheld  your  vessel  tin  shore,  it  seemed  as 
if  a  voice  hadauihbly  sounded  in  my  ears, 
•'There,  Potter,  in  that  vessel,  castaway  tin 
that  shore,  is  the  preacher  yon  have  beeti 
so  long  expecting.”  I  liearll  the  voice,  anti 
I  believed  the  re|a»rt ;  nnti  when  you  came 
npto  my  dtair,  the  same  voice  seemed  to  re¬ 
peat,  ••  Potter,  this  is  the  man,  this  is  the 

Eerson,  tvliotn  1  have  sent  to  preach  in  your 
ouse.  It  is  not  what  1  tnic,  or  srr,  hui 
what  I  ferl,  which  produces,  in  my  mind. 

■  full  conviction.” 

Murray  trame  to  this  country  to  live  nnd 
die  in  solitude.  He  was  tleiermincsl  not  to 
preach— he  was  fully  bent  on  staling  sail 
for  New-York  so  stsm  as  the  wimi  changed. 
He  expressed  his  determination  to  this  ef¬ 
fect.  ••  Tlie  wind  trill  never  ehnnfte.  Sir. 
until  you  hove  delivered  to  vs,  in  thot  meel- 
inff-kouse,  a  message  from  God,”  replied 
Potter. 

Saturday  evening  arrived — the  winil  had 
not  changed.  Murray  yielded  a  reliirtaiit 
eonsent  to  preach— tlie  news  ivns  rspiply 
eircolatisl.  Sunday  morning  came,  and 
with  it  the  day-spring  of  joy  to  the  soul  of 
Potter.  He  was  in  transports,  for  lie  lie- 
held  Uie  fulhlment  of  n  proiriise  long  de¬ 
ferred.  Murray  proclaimed  the  giHiil  news 
of  a  world’s  salvation.  Soon  nfier  their 
-return  to  tlie  dwelling  of  ihegoiKl  o!d  man. 
the  boatmen  entered.  They  crime  to  say 
that  the  wind  had  changed  ! 

Were  all  these  circuinstinpcs  the  result 
of  chance?  No.  The  roiifnlence  of  Pot¬ 
ter  that  the  viwsel  lie  saw  enter  the  inlet 
contained  the  minister,  of  wh'ise  coming, 
in  due  seiison,  lie  had  not  the  slindow  of  a 
dnnlrt— his  solemn  convi«-lion  that  Murray  I 
was  tlie  man.  an  l  that  the  wind  would  not 
dtangc  until  the  message  Ironi  (jisl  was 
ddiveml— these  things,  considered  in  coii- 
Msiow  with  the  result,  firmly  persuade  me 
*at  Um  directing  hand  of  diviao  ProTidenoe 


is  visible  in  the  whole  train  of  evt  nts.  Let 
otiicrs  believe  differently,  if  they  tan — I 
cannot. 

Murray  refiirned  to  the  hospitable  aSte'e 
of  his  frienil  and  patron,  nnd  preached  foi 
a  consiilerahle  time.  In  the  con>^cienlious 
discharge  of  his  ministerial  functions,  he  oc¬ 
casionally  visited  the  regions  round  about ; 
until,  at  length,  he  settled  at  Uostnn. 

In  .Murray’s  *•  Letters  and  Sketches  of 
Sermons,”  vol,  i ;  letter  1 1,  we  have  a  very 
touching  Hcouiit  of  the  preaelier’s  last  visit, 
after  si'veral  years  nhseiice,  to  the  neigh- 
horhooil  in  which  he  first  proclaimed  the 
rood  tidings  of  s.alvation  in  this  country.— 
His  friend  and  the  friend  of  hnm  iiiiiy  had 
lepnrted  to  the  land  of  the  living,  on  high. 
His  memory  will  ever  he  ilear  to  every 
Universalist  who  has  heard  of  his  virtues; 
and  children,  for  generations  to  come,  will 
[  fie  t.sught  to  lisp  willi  gratittule  and  rever¬ 
ence  the  narntMil  the  venerable  Irietid  ofUod. 

I  Itail  Intig  felt  a  desire  to  visit  the  re¬ 
gion  where  events  tniiispired  tif  so  much 
interest  Iti  every  lielicver  in  the  doctrine  ol 
nniversHl  gran-— Init  <lid  not  find  opporlu 
nit}’  for  so  doing  until  retamily.  I  have  jnsi 
reluriied — and  pur|Misp  presenting  a  hriel 
Hceonnt  of  my  visit,  believing  it  will  la- 
found  not  yvliolly  unworthy  of  attention, 
anil  that  it  may  atfird  some  satisfaction  to 
the  elder  coteiiiporarits  of  Murray  in  par¬ 
ticular,  nnd  to  onr  denomination  in  general. 

Cranberry  Inlet  was  situated  about  sixty 
mih-s  east  of  Pliiladel|)hia.  I  say  was — 
liir  it  was  entirely  tilled  tip  with  sand  many 
years  ago,  and  tlie  heneh  is  now  as  high  at 
that  place  ns  at  any  other  in  the  vicinity, 
though  not  so  wide. 

I  visited  the  house  in  whieli  Potter  livcil 
nnd  died.  It  is  siliinted  less  than  half  n 
mile  cast  of  GihhI  Luck.  An  addition  has 
lieen  hnilt  to  it,  and  the  np|)earnnce  of  the 
whole  exU  rior  is  changed,  hut  the  interior 
remains  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Potter.  It 
is  a  |ilnin,  substantial  hnihling.  1  have 
lieen  iiiviteil  to  make  it  my  home  ivlien  next 
I  visit  the  tieiglilHirhoiMl. 

The  mei-tiiig-house  stands  in  tlje  cilge  of 
a  lieaiiiilul  wood.  The  exterior  presents 
ail  ngisl  appearance,  hut  the  interior,  r-on- 
sirnctisl  of  the  liesi  cedar  mnriifesls  no  signs 
of dis’ay.  The  “large  square  pew,”  (ol 
which  Murray  speaks,)  long  or-cii|iied  by 
Potter  nnd  his  family,  was  removed  nboiii 
a  year  ago,  nnd  plain  Is-nrhi-s  suhstiiuUsl. 
The  pulpit  has  la-eii  somewhat  cm  down  at 
either  end.  In  other  respects  the  huilding 
remains  in  its  original  state.  It  was  left, 
by  will,  to  John  Murray,  li>r  the  use  of  all 
denominations.  My  the  mismanagement 
of  the  executor,  it  la-cnme  iiceessiiry  to  sell 
a  part  of  the  estate,  to  pay  certaiti  demands 
against  it — nf  the  iiijii'tiee  of  which,  how¬ 
ever,  the  heirs  entertained  no  ilouhl.  In 
disposing  of  the  property  eontignoiis  to 
G'mhI  Luck,  iio  reservation  nf  tlie  r»ieeting- 
house  was  made  in  the  dcisl.  It  was  siih- 
s<-quenllv  pnreliaseil  by  the  Methialist  so- 
eiely,  who  havi-  it  now  in  |Hi<session.— 
Should  they  hereafter  evince  an  exclusive 
spirit  in  relation  to  its  occupancy  their  title 
may  junUy  be  called  in  queatiou. 


Thomas  Potter  died  nearly  forty  years 
ago.  His  grave,  at  the  east  end  of  the 
meeting-house,  waa  pointed  out  to  me  by 
one  tif  the  oldest  inhahitaiits  in  the  neigh- 
horhiHHl.  Owing  to  inattention  anti  the 
sandy  nature  of  the  soil,  it  was  long  ago 
levelled  with  the  ndjieeni  ground.  It  was 
enclosed  siMin  after  his  hnrial— t»ut  the  fence 
was  broken  down  some  twenty  years  ago— 
and  two  |mjsIs  and  a  mil,  very  inticli  deeny- 
ei!,  are  all  that  retnain.  The  oak  of  which 
Mnrniy  speaks,  (5?ketelies,  vol.  i :  p.  336.) 
no  longer  exists.  I  have  ohtaineil  |H-rniis- 
sion  to  reiiiclose  the  grave.and  erect  a  tomb- 
stone  to  his  memory. 

On  Sunday  morning,  7tli  inst.,  I  stood 
in  tlie  desk  where  Murray  first  lifted  up  his 
voice  in  this  eoiinlry,  as  h  herald  of  the 
cross.  I  will  not  attempt  a  description  of 
iiiy  feelitigs  on  that  occasion.  They  may 
lie  imagined— they  cannot  be  descrila?d.— 
In  imugiiiHtioii,  I  saw  the  joy-glistening 
eye  of  tlie  veiierahle  Potter,  and  heard  the 
words  of  salvation  flowing  from  the  lips,of 
the  man  of  GimI.  I  faneieil  the  darkness 
Ilf  the  past  ill  contrast  with  the  briglitnrss 
of  the  present ;  and,  by  ihe  eye  of  faiih,  I 
lu-lield  Murray  and  Potter  smiling  in  re¬ 
gions  of  glory  on  the  prosperily  of  the  di¬ 
vine  tesiiinoiiy  in  which  they  In-lieved  and 
r.  juiced.  My  heart  was  melted  in  gratitude 
and  love  :  ami  I  felt  a  fervent  desire  that 
He  in  whose  strength  the  weak  are  made 
strong,  would  ever  he  tvitli  me  in  the  min- 
isirations  of  the  word,  inspire  niy  soul 
with  an  ever-growing  »-nl  in  the  cause  nf 
inv  Master,  and  make  of  me  an  liiitnhie 
instrmnent  in  spreading  the  knowledge  of 
salvation  in  the  name  of  the  once  crucified 
and  glorified  lleileemer. 

I  fi*lt  freedom  to  si-lwt,  ns  the  snljert  of 
my  disronrse,  the  language  n  eorded  in  Isa. 
lii :  7 — “  How  licantifnl  H|Miti  the  moun¬ 
tains  are  the  feet  of  him  that  hiingeth  good 
tidings,  that  piihlisheth  peace,  that  hringelh 
good  tidings  of  goial,  that  ptihlishetli  salva¬ 
tion,  that  8.-11111  unto  Ziun.  thy  Gud  reign- 
eth.” 

I  found  a  few  individ-.inls  in  that  ncigh- 
l)orli<HNl,  (as  also  at  Tams  River,  eight 
miles  north.  ivIn  re  I  delivered  two  discour¬ 
ses,)  who  had  listeneil,  in  their  youth,  to 
Ihe  preaching  of  Murmy — and  who,  I  have 
reason  to  believe,  have  long  rherished  in 
their  souls,  “  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the 
saints.”  The  people,  generally  s|)eaking, 
yielded  devout  iitteiitioii  to  Ihe  si-iitimeiits 
iiilvnneed.  and  many  received  the  word 
gladly. 

I  must  not  forget  to  mention,  that  seve- 
ml  agiil  p«-rsons  with  whom  I  eonverseil, 
reiiiemliered  having  heard  the  eirenmslan- 
i-es  related  by  Miirmy  in  his  ••  Life’’— hut 
time  was  rapidly  deliieing  Ihe  impression. 

I  am  pnrtn-ninriy  desirous  that  somi-thing 
should  Im-  done  for  the  huilding  up  of  Zion 
in  tlie  neighlairhiMnl  of  Po-ier"s  Meeiiiig- 
Hniise.  If  what  Murray  |ilnnttsl  Im-  duly 
wali-reil,  the  iiierease  will  not  lie  willihold- 
eii.  Should  nothing  farther  transpire  to 
I  prevent  than  is  now  foreseen,  it  is  expect^

PRESBYTEitlAN  QIJARKBLS. 

Of  all  the  quarrels  between  csnitending 
sects,  we  have  nevc-r  seen  any  c-haracterized 
witli  more  violence  and  personal  acrimony 
than  ap|Hnir  to  exist  amongst  tlie  Presby¬ 
terians  in  Philadelphia.  We  make  this 
remark  immediately  alter  rending  in  the 
Philadelphian  of  Ncwem’oer  8.  the  very 
long  Report  of  the  Proceedings  c»f  the  Sy¬ 
nod  of  Philadelphia,  (in  ecclesiastic;nl  body 
next  in  size  to  the  General  Assembly,) 
which  set  iti  Lewiston,  Pa.,  about  six  weeks 
ago.  Tiie  whole  time  of  the  Synod,  which 
was  in  session  several  days,  ap|>earsio  liave 
been  taken  up  in  the  most  violeiit'and  dis¬ 
graceful  party  strife  on  account  of  the  or¬ 
ganization,  tty  the  General  Avsemhiy,  of  a 
new  Presbytery,  within  the  ecclesiastical 

1'iirisdiciion  of  this  fi^ynod,  of  cvhich  Dr. 
Jly,  Rev.  Albert  Barnes,  Rev.  Mr.  Pat¬ 
terson  atid  others  are  inemlM^rs.  Uiir  read¬ 
ers  may  recollect  that  something  like  two 
years  ago,  the  whole  Presbyterian  church 
Was  convulsed  on  account  of  a  sermon 
preactied  liy  Rev.  Alb<‘rt  Barnes,  on  the 
Way  of  Salvation  ;  in  which  the  preacher, 
as  it  was  thought,  departed  from  the  strict¬ 
est  rules  of  Calvinism  and  ■node  Mime  ad 
vances  towards  the  miKlern,  alius  HetVlie- 
rian,  orthodoxy  of  New- England.  Mr.  B., 
if  we  rwolicct  aright,  was  arniigned  on  the 
charge  of  heresy  ;  he  defended  himself  with 
spirit,  contcnditig  that  the  doctrine  he  ad- 
vanctsl  was  in  fair  occordanco  with  the 
Presbyterian  articles  of  faith,  fie  found  vi¬ 
olent  opjionents,  however,  and  from  this  Ite- 
ginning  of  sorrows  the  Pnwbyterian  church 
bids  fair  to  come  to  an  unrcconcilable  and 
angry  division.  Nearly  a  year  ago.  some 
of  the  new  lights— i.  e.  Arminian  Calvin¬ 
ists— including  Mr.  Barnes,  Dr..  Ely,  See., 
made  application  to  the  General  Assembly 
to  organize  them  into  a  new  Presliyiery,  n> 
a  memlier  of  the  Philinlelphia  Synial.  Af¬ 
ter  much  pulling  and  hauling,  and  such  re 
criminations  and  electioneerings  as  parly 
poliliriaiis  practice,  the  a|iplicalion  was  sus¬ 
tained.  and  these  gentlemen  orgiiiiizcd  into 
a  new  Preshytery.  At  the  late  meeting  ot 
the  S^ynml,  they  pr«*senteil  themselves  as 
inemiK-rs,  in  virtue  of  their  memivrship  it> 
the  new  Presbytery.  The  Synial  is  of  tin 
••old  scIhmiI,”  maintaining  that  Gial  re¬ 
quires  men  to  repent,  when  tliey  have  no 
power,  whatever,  to  oliey,— and  a  liirji 
majority  were  opposed  to  the  admission  ol 
Dr.  Ely.  Sic.  as  memliers  of  the  laaly.  It 
is  curious  to  see  the  •* curds  tliut  were  rut." 
the  manceitvres  which  were  performed,  to 
bring  this  question  before  the  Court.  Ne- 
vw  did  Military  belligeraats  contriv«  more 


artfully  to  intercept  and  frustrate  their  ene¬ 
my’s  designs,  than  did  the  two  parties  here. 
We  should  think  that  the  whole  were  pro¬ 
found  strangers  not  to  charily  only,  but  also 
to  coiniiioii  civility  and  decency.  Never 
did  a  party  caucus,  made  up  of  hostile  piir- 
tizans,  ofiener  give  caeli  iitlier  the  lie  direct, 
ih.sn  was  done  in  this  C^yiiod.  Rev.  W. 
L.  MeCnllii,  the  same  who  once  gave  bat¬ 
tle  to  Abner  Kins'lnnil,  is  represented  in  the 
most  eonteinptilile  and  liidicrous  light  by 
Dr.  Ely  anil  others.  And,  iinluisl,  if  the 
re|M»rtofhis  remarks  be  true,  he  did  act 
like  II  fiHiI  or  a  madman.  The  ri'siilt  of  thi- 
qiiarrel,  however,  was,  that  the  Syiiial  tiaik 
It  upon  itself  to  nullity  the  ait  of  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Asseridily,  organizing  tlie  new  Presliy- 
lery,  and  Dr,  Ely,  Mr.  Barnes,  Sie.  (who, 
by  the  way,  were  not  allowed  to  speak, ) 
were  kicked  out  of  doors,  head  and  heels.

It  is  full  of  amitsemi  nt 
ihronghout.  Never  did  we  see  a  journal 
Ilf  Congress  or  of  a  Legislature  alNiiind 
more  in  personal  inretaives,  ill  will  and 
abuse,  than  do  the  priMaasliiigs  of  this  Sy¬ 
nod.  And  all  this  is  amongst  the  reverend 
Fathers  of  UriliiHloxy  in  the  Uniteil  Slates! 
It  will  tie  iinpossihle  lor  any  one  to  read  tlie 
priietietlings  without  concluding  that  the 
Synod  of  Pliiladciphia  is  a  tery  Christiiin 
iMidy  of  divines.  How  Dr.  Ely  will  relisli 
his  rejection  remain^  to  lie  seen.  We  in¬ 
fer,  however,  that  he  has  a  constitulioniil 
rial  in  pickle  for  the  milliners,  whieli  he 
will  not  fail  to  apply  when  the  neat  tJene- 
ral  Assembly  meets.  We  do  not,  nrenurse, 
have  much  sympalliy  for  contending  par¬ 
ties.  We  m  ly,  however,  liMik  on  and  see 
hnw  the  Pnaibyterians  eoiace  the  spirit  of 
their  creed.
